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PREFACE 


The Student's Handbook was last published in 1939 and 
is now out of print ; but a copy of the last edition was sent 
to the Registrar or some other officer of each Associated 
Institution [see p. 44], and copies are available also at many 
schools and elsewhere. 

Two Faculties of the University issue separate hand- 
books : the Handbook of the School of Agriculture (2s. 6d.), 
obtainable from the Secretary of that School; and the 
Handbook of the Cambridge Law School (2s. 6d,) and a 
Supplement thereto obtainable from the Squire Law 
Library. 

Reference may also be made to Introduction to 
Cambridge, by S. C. Roberts (Cambridge University Press, 
3i*. 6rf.net), a short guide to the University from within which 
explains in non-technical language the constitution of the 
University, the College system, the position of the Research 
Student, and other features of Cambridge life. 

The present pamphlet gives in shorter form some of the 
contents of The Student's Handbook, 4nd also supplements 
in many details the edition of 1939. What it says 'about 
normsd courses and requirements is to be read in con- 
junction with the opening section on emergency measures 
due to the war.

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MEASURES DUE TO THE WAR 

Allowances of terms and examinations. A canoioate 
for the B.A. Degree must normally reside in Cambridge during 
nine terms (three academical years), and pass examinations of 
which the last is usually taken in the ninth term. To a man who 
is called away before he. has kept his nine terms the University 
will allow terms, up to four, during which he is engaged upon 
approved service^ connected with the war; and after service 
covering three terms (or four) he will also be excused the 
examination proper to one year of his course. 

Thus a man who enters in October, and by June of the next 
year but one, in his sixth term, has passed the examinations 
proper to two years of his course, and is then called up for 
service, will be qualified for his degree when his service has 
covered three terms. 

The same is true of a man who enters in January and reaches 
in his fifth term the stage which is normally reached in the sixth. 
If he is called away after his fifth term, he will be qualified for hi& 
degree when his service has covered four terms. 

Provision has been made also for a man who keeps seven or 
eight terms and is then called away before or in an Easter Term 
which would have been his eighth or ninth term. 

A man who is called away after two or three terms will have 
the benefit of certain allowances if he returns into residence after 
service, and may hope to graduate when his terms kept and 
allowed amount together to nine. 

An Affiliated Student who reckons his first term of residence 
as his second, third, or fourth term of residence may be allowed 
three terms for approved national service, whether this service 
precedes or follows his matriculation and his first term of residence; 
and if in his second or a later term of actual residence he has 
obtained honours in a Tripos examination which normally com- 
pletes the examination requirements for the B.A. Degree he may

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supplicate for that degree when his terms kept and allowed amount' 
together to nine. 

A man who takes in Cambridge one of the special courses for 
candidates for commissions in H.M. Forces, {a) if he does well 
hfiough in the examination held at the end of his course, will be 
credited with part of the examination requirements for the B.A. 
Degree, as well as with two terms of residence; and {b) is entitled. 
Oft returning into residence after war service, to exemption from 
the Previous Examination under the same conditions as an * ex- 
service '.freshman (see below) 

^ Ex-service ' allowances. To a man who enters the Uni- 
versity after war service, terms will be allowed as follows: for 
three months of service, a term; for six months, two terms; for 
nine months, three terms; for twelve months or more, four terms. 
Allowances of examinations will be made under the following 
regulations: 

1. In these regulations the teim ‘seivice’ shall mean service con- 
nected with the present war and approved by the Council of the Senate 

' for the present purpose^; and *an examination leading to the Ordinary 
B.A. Degree’ shall mean the undivided General Examination under its 
temporary constitution, or a Part of the General Examination when it 
again consists of two Paits, or a Special Examination, or the First or the 
Third Examination in Agriculture or in Estate Management, or the Third 
Examination in Architectural Studies, or any of the three Examinations 
m Engineenng Studies. 

2. If evidence of his service is submitted to the Council before a date 
to be hereafter determined, a student desiring to be matriculated after 
service shall be entitled , upon his Tutor’s application specifying the student’s 
choice between the alternatives, to allowances of examinations as follows : 

I. For three months of service : a Part of the Previous Examination. 

II. For six months of service : two Parts of the Previous Examination. 

III. hor nine months of service; either the whole of the Previous 
Examination, or an examination leading to the Ordinaiy B. A. Degree. 

IV. For twelve months of service : either the whole of the Previous 
Examination, or both a Part of the Previous Examination and also an 
Examination leading to the Ordinary B.A. Degree. 

3. If a student has had nine months of service, and does not need the 
allowance of any Part of the Previous Eanmination, or has had twelve 
months of service, and needs the allowance of only one Pait of the Previous 
Examination, he may receive from the Faculty Board concerned with the 
subject which he desires to offer, upon application made through his 
Tutor and the Registrary, any of those privileges of Affiliation which relate

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to Tripos Qualifying Examinations, Tripos Examinations, and the LL.B. 
Examination. 

For the purpose of these regulations a student may count as service 
any time that he has spent at a University or University College in Great 
Britain upon a course for candidates for commissions in the Royal Artillery, 
the Royal Engineers, the Koval Corps of Signals, or the Royal Air Force, 
ifihe is certified to have satisfactorily completed the course^. 

Ag:riculture, Estate Mafiagrement, Architecture,* 
Engfineeriiig:. In each of these subjects a set of three examina- 
tions leads to a Certificate of Proficiency and to the B. A. Degree, 
and the Third Examination of the set may not normally be taken 
before the eighth term of residence. A man who keeps five or six 
terms and passes two of his three examinations, and is then called 
away, will have the benefit of the allowances described above; but 
some men may reasonably aim at passing all their three examina- 
tions in less than the usual time, and it has been arranged in their 
interest that the Second and Third Examinations in Engineering 
Studies may be taken together, in June, at the end of the second 
year of residence, and that the Third Examination in Agriculture 
or in Estate Management may be taken early in October by one 
who has passed the Second Examination in the preceding June. 
Further, the Preliminary Examinations for the Mechanical Sciences 
'Fripos help ipore than in normal times towards a degree. It has 
also been made possible to complete the three Examinations in 
Architectural Studies earlier than in normal times. 

Medicine and Surgery. For the present it is not necessary 
to have passed, or to be exempt from, the Previous Examination, or 
any Part of it, before taking any Part of the First M.B. Examination; 
nor is exemption from separate Parts of the First M.B. Examination 
on th^ strength of a Higher Certificate Examination conditional 
upon the possession of a Higher Certificate. 

The conditions under which a medical or veterinary student, 
after reaching a certain stage, may qualify for the Can^bridge B. A. 
Degree by clinical study elsewhere are shown in the pamphlet 
mentioned on p. 8x.

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Triposes. The great majority of undergraduates are honours 
men proceeding to the B.A. Degree by way of Triposes; and at the 
end of each of his three years such a man, in normal times, usually 
takes either the Preliminary Examination for the Tripos of his 
choice, or a Tripos Examination. Men who pass the ex^ina- 
tions proper to the first two years of such a course, and are then 
called away, will have the benefit of the allowances of terms and 
examinations described above. 

Further, an able man who does well in the first-year examina- 
tion proper to his course may be given special leave to take in 
his second year a Tripos Examination which he could not 
normally take before his third year. 

Men who pass the examination proper to the first year of such 
a course, and are then called away, but return into residence after 
service covering three terms, will be allowed to omit either the 
second-year or the third-year examination of their course. 

It should be noted that the Preliminary Examinations and 
the Tripos Examinations are held only once a year, beginning 
late in May or early in June. 

Note also that a student who enters the University in January 
can take a first-year Preliminary or Tripos Examination in June, 
as if he had entered in' the preceding October, he can likewise 
take a second-year Preliminary or Tripos Examination in his second 
June, and thus, after five terms’ residence, reach the stage at which 
he can become qualified' for a degree as soon as service covering 
four terms has entitled him to the allowances described above. 

In present circumstances a good many students begin residence 
in an Easter Term, and they are allowed to take in that term, or 
in the following October, many examinations which may not 
normally be taken until a later stage. 

Besides the general provisions described above, emergency 
changes in the regulations for certain examinations will be men- 
tioned in their proper places below. 

Below are mentioned also in their proper places other changes 
due to the war. 
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ADMISSION TO THE UNIVERSITY 

Ordinary students. In order to become an undergraduate 
member of the University a student must have been accepted for 
admission by one of the constituent Colleges^ or by Fitzwilliam 
House. He must also have passed the Previous Examination 
[p. 36], or any portion of it from which he is not exempt [p, 39]“, 
unless he has been accepted as a Research Student [p. 76J or is 
qualified for Affiliation [p. 44] or for incorporation [p, 6]. In this 
connexion it should be pointed out that the Previous Examination 
can be taken only at Cambridge, and a candidate cannot be 
entered for it except by a College or by Fitzwilliam House. 
There are seventeen Colleges (Christas, Clare, Corpus Christ! , 
Downing, Emmanuel, Gonville and Cams, Jesus, King^s, Mag- 
dalene, Pembroke, Peterhouse, Queens’, St Catharine’s, St John’s, 
Sidney Sussex, Trinity, and Tnnity Hall) and one College (Selwyn ) 
which is technically an ‘Approved Foundation’. The centre of 
corporate life for those who are not members of any College is 
Fitzwilliam House. A member of Fitzwilliam House is in every 
respect a full member of the University, and he may, by paying 
a small additional fee, be entitled to similar corporate privileges 
to those enjoyed by members of Colleges. The conditions of 
admission vary in detail; but the apphcant must submit satisfactory 
evidence that he is of good character, and that his attainments 
are sufficient to enable him to pass the University examinations 
in due course, and ultimately to proceed to a degree. Applications 
for admission should be addressed to the Tutor (or other officer 
in charge of admissions) of the College which the student desires 
to enter, or to the Censor of Fitzwilliam House. The Registrary 
is prepared to give some assistance in obtaining admission to well-

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qualified applicants from abroad who do not specify any College; 
but he cannot promise admission, nor can he undertake to advise 
applicants in their choice of a College. 

Research Students. Applicants for admission as Research 
Students correspond with the Secretary of the Board of Research 
Studies [see p. 76 below]; but as no one is finally admitted and 
allowed to count residence or to claim other privileges until he 
has joined a College or Fitzwilliam House, applicants should 
also communicate with a College or with the Censor of Fitzwilliam 
House in the manner described above 

Status of Master of Arts. A Research Student who is 
over twenty-sever years of age, if he is not a graduate of the 
University, has the status of Master of Arts so long as he is 
a Research Student and a member of the University. Under 
certain conditions [TAe Studenfs Handbook^ p. 38] this status 
may also be granted to a man who is not a Research Student, 
but is resident in Cambridge and engaged in teaching or re- 
search in the University ^ 

Status of Bachelor of Arts. The following students have 
the status of Bachelor of Arts : (a) Research Students who are 
not graduates of the University and have not the status of Master 
of Arts, so long as they are Research Students and members 
of the University; (p) graduates of the University of Oxford who 
by leave of the authorities of that University are residing in Cam- 
bridge for the purpose of special study, during such residence, if 
they are admitted to membership of the University of Cambridge; 
{c) graduates of the University of Oxford who have leave from the 
Council of the Senate to reside as members of the University for 
a specified period without paying a matriculation fee, during such 
residence. Under certain conditions \The Studenfs Handbook^ 
p. 40] this status may be granted to graduates of other Univer- 
sities in the British Empire*.

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Incorporation. Under certain conditions \The Students 
Handbook^ p. 34] a student of the University of Oxford or .of 
the University of Dublin (Trinity College) may be admitted , by 
incorporation to a degree which is deemed equivalent to a degree 
which his own University has conferred upon him; or may reckon 
terms kept by residence at Oxford or Dublin towards the terms 
required for a Cambridge degree. 

Time of entry. The usual time for the commencement of 
residence is in October, but correspondence about admission 
should be begun a good while beforehand. In the case of students 
from overseas the preliminary steps should be taken, if possible,, at 
least a year before the beginning of residence 

Women Students 

A woman student must become a member of Girton College 
or Newnham College, and all enquiries and applications for 
admission should be addressed to the Mistress of Girton College 
or to the Principal of Newnham College. 

Students of those Colleges are admitted to all courses of study 
and to all examinations leading to Degrees, Diplomas, and Certi- 
ficates, and can qbtain titles of degrees under the same conditions 
under which men obtain degrees. They may also compete for 
almost all University emoluments. 

RESIDENCE 

The Period of Residence 

University terms. The academical year begins in October 
and consists of three terms. The Michaelmas Term begins on 
October i and ends on December 19. The Lent Term begins 
on January 5 and ends on March 25. The Easter Term begiqs on 
April 16 and ends on June 24. Students may be admitted at any 
time, but unless they are Research Students [see p. 76] they 
usually begin residence in the Michaelmas Term. 

The University Statutes require three-fourths of each term to 
be kept by actual residence in Cambridge. Before they can obtain 
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a' degree, ordinary undergraduates are required to reside for nine 
terms, and in the case of candidates for honours these nine 
terms are as a rule consecutive ; but Affiliated Students [see p. 44] 
can obtain a degree after six terms’ residence. Research Students, 
unless they are already graduates of Cambridge, must reside at 
least six terms. 

Pull Term, In theory the three-fourths of each term to 
be kept by residence may be kept at any time in the term ; 
but in practice residence is concentrated into a definite period 
within the limits of the term. This period is known as Full Term. 
In the year 1944-45 Full Term extends from October 10 to 
December 8, from January 16 to March 16, and from April 18 
to June 9. Leave from the Colleges to begin residence sooner, 
or to continue it later, can often be obtained, but it is during 
Full Term that all formal teaching is given and the great majority 
of students reside. 

Residence in Cambridge during vacation needs special per- 
mission from the student’s College ; but such permission is often 
given for a part of the Long Vacation extending from early in 
July to late in August. At that time, as well as in term, courses 
of lectures are normally provided in the sciences, and in medical, 
agricultural, and law subjects ; the laboratories are open for de- 
monstrations and private work ; and the University and College 
Libraries are open. 

The Place' of Residence 

Residence, if it is to count towards the keeping of a term, 
must be, as a rule, either (i) in a College, or (2) in a house 
pi^ovided by the student's College or by the Non-Collegiate Students 
Board, or (3) in lodgings licensed by the University, or (4) with 
the Student’s parents, or (5) in one of the following Houses of 
Residence, which are clergy-training-schools for various religious 
denominations: St Edmund's House for Roman Catholics, 
Westminster College for Presbyterians, Cheshunt College mainly 
for Cohgregationalists, Wesley House for Methodists. By special 
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permission a student may keep terms by residing in his own or in 
his hired house; and in the case of a Research Student other 
special arrangements can be made. In any case the place of 
residence must be ‘within the Precincts of the University*, 
which are defined as extending three miles from Great St Mary’s 
Church ‘measured in a direct line*. To count residence for any 
day It is necessary to reside in Cambridge the following night, 
except in the* case of the day of departure for the vacation. 

EXPENSES 

The cost of living at the University varies greatly, and it is 
almost impossible to make any satisfactory estimate that will serve 
as a guide in a particular case, since so much depends upon the 
tastes and means of individual students. In the total expenses 
of a student at Cambridge there are four mam heads : (i) the fees 
charged by the 'University for matriculation, dues, tuition, 
examinations, and degrees ; (2) the fees charged by the Colleges 
for establishment, tuition, and degrees ; (3) board and lodging ; 
(4) books, clothes, travelling, and other personal expenses. Of 
these (i) is fixed, except in so far as it is affected by the expen- 
siveness of the subjects which the student is reading; (2) varies 
somewhat according to the status of the student and the practice 
of different Colleges, while expenditure under (3) and (4) is 
largely a matter of taste. Thus one student will spend much on 
entertainment; another will not. One student will choose large 
and well-furnished rooms ; another small and cheap rooms. It is 
claimed that this liberty of each student to order his own life 
according to his means and tastes is a valuable feature of the 
University and College system, but it makes the task of estimating 
expenses difficult. 

The Studenfs Handbook [p. 59 ff.] furnishes materials which 
enable a student to make his own estimate of expenses, accord* 
ing to his means and tastes and the course of study which 
he proposes to adopt. It will be sufficient to say here that^ 
under normal conditions, the ordinary regularly recurring annual 
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expenditure might have been fairly estimated at about ^£2^5^ in 
regard to all terminal or annual payments to the University and 
College, and all private expenses except clothes, and travelling, 
and board and lodging during the vacations. To this estimate 
however, there must be added what may be described as Mnitial*, 
^occasional’, and ‘additional’ expenses, (i) ‘Initial’ expenditure 
includes Caution Money* (a returnable deposit, from 2 to ^£30), 
College Admission Fee (say ^£3), University Matriculation Fee 
(£5)9 any expenditure on furniture* and outfit, and on cap*, 
gown, and surplice. (2) ‘Occasional’ expenses, for examination 
and degree fees, may be estimated at about for the 

whole time of residence for an honours student, and for 
a medical student or for one taking the courses for the Ordinary 
Degree. (3) ‘Additional’ expenses may be heavy in certain cases, 
as under this head must be included (a) the cost of residence 
in the Long Vacation (say £25), (d) the special lecture and 
laboratory fees incurred by students in Medicine, Agnculture, 
Architecture, Natural Science, or Engineering (say ;^3S), (c) the 
cost of clothes and travelling, and {d) in the case of overseas 
students the cost of maintenance in vacation, whether in Cam- 
bridge or elsewhere. It should be noticed that the estimate of 
ordinary expenditure given above is only approximate; on the 
one hand it is possible by great care and self-denial to live upon 
less, while on the other hand a larger expenditure will enable 
a student to obtain greater social advantages from his University 
career. In any case, it is of the utmost importance that these 
estimates should not be taken for more than they claim to be. The 
cost of any particular student’s education at the University may be 
affected by all kinds of considerations, and almost every case is 
likely to be in some respects a special one. Thus any general

SCHOLARSHIPS, PRIZES, AND STUDENTSHIPS 

Both the University and the individual Colleges hold endow- 
ments in trust for the provision of Scholarships for the encourage- 
ment of learning. These are either assigned by the founders to 
particular subjects of study^ or are applicable to any subject in 
which good candidates may offer themselves. 

A number of Prizes also are offered by the Colleges to their 
own members. Some of these are given for essays, exercises, or 
other work, and some are given on the results of College or 
University examinations. 

Prizes are offered by the University also to such members of 
the University as are qualified for each. 

College Scholarships 

Entrance Scholarships, Exhibitions, etc. The Colleges 
provide out of their endowments a number of Entrance Scholar 
ships, Exhibitions, etc , for students who have not yet begun 
residence at the University. These are awarded for proficiency in 
the various subjects enumerated below. The time and conditions of 
the examination, the value and tenure of the emoluments, and 
the eligibility of the candidates vary in different Colleges, but, 
generally speaking, these emoluments fall under the following 
heads: (i) Open Scholarships; (2) Open Exhibitions ; (3) Sizarships 
limited to candidates who can show that they are in need of 
pecuniary assistance; (4) Close Scholarships and Exhibitions 
limited to candidates from particular schools, or to persons of a 
particular class, as for instance the sons of the clergy ; (5) Choral 
and Organist Scholarships, Exhibitions, and Studentships awarded 
before residence to students competent to take part in the musical 
services in the College Chapel, (i) and (2) are limited to candi- 
dates who have not yet begun residence ; while (3), (4), and (5), 
though usually awarded to such candidates, are open at some 
Colleges to resident candidates also. 
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The standard of the examinations on the results of which these 
emoluments are awarded is a high one, and intending candidates 
who have not been at one of the larger public schools, where the 
standard is well known, will do well to ascertain the nature of what 
is required of them before entering their names for the examina- 
tion. The Scholarship papers of previous years are published 
by the University Press (Bentley House, 200 Euston Road, 
London, N.W. i) and can be obtained of all booksellers; and 
copies of the papers for a single year can sometimes be procured 
by application to the Tutor of the College at which the candidate 
proposes to enter. 

An open Entrance Scholarship or Exhibition carries with it, 
unconditionally, either the right to occupy rooms rent-free, or (at 
most of the Colleges) the right to an annual payment in lieu of 
rent-free rooms. This payment is at most Colleges ^30, at one 

Further, to each Scholarship or Exhibition is assigned a 
maximum value (called at many Colleges its titular or nominal 
value) of ;^ioo, ^£’40, etc., as the case may be ; and 

to each Scholar who needs assistance will be made an annual 
payment, in proportion to his need, but never so much as will, 
together with the rent of his rooms or the allowance for rooms, 
exceed the maximum value of his Scholarship. Thus a Scholar- 
ship of ‘;^ioo’ at a College at which the allowance for rooms 
is will be worth to its holder (^£30 at the most, and 

will be worth less if his need is less ; but it will never be worth 
less than the allowance for rooms, ^£30 (unless he voluntarily 
forgoes even that^). 

But a Scholar or Exhibitioner elect may be considered for a 
further grant, additional to his full titular emolument, if towards 
the time for his entry into residence the College is satisfied that 
his needs cannot possibly be met from other sources. 

Most of the Entrance Scholarships are ay^arded to candidates 
whose age does not exceed nineteen years on the first day of the 
month in which the examination is held; but at many Colleges

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one Scholarship a year may be awarded without limit of age\ 
There is in general no age-limit for Exhibitions. 

Entrance Scholarships and Exhibitions are ordinarily tenable 
for two years from the beginning of residence, but the tenure may 
be prolonged for a third year, and in some cases for a fourth. 

For the award of Entrance Scholarships and Exhibitions the 
Colleges are divided into four groups as follows : Queens’, Christ’^, 
St John’s, Emmanuel, and Sidney Sussex; Clare, Downing, Jesus, 
Magdalene, Trinity, and Trinity Hall ; King’s, Peterhouse, Pem- 
broke, Gonville and Caius, and Corpus Christi; St Catharine’s 
and Selwyn. Particulars of the examinations and provisional time- 
tables for the year 1944-45 are given ia Appendixes A, B, C, and 
D; and further particulars of the Scholarships and .Exhibitions 
offered by any College may be obtained from the Senior Tutor of 
the College concerned. Separate examinations for Scholarships and 
Exhibitions in English are held in March by Pembroke College 
and Jesus College jointly and by Downing College alone. 

Joint examinations for Entrance Scholarships, etc., are held 
by Girton College and Newnham College®. 

Foundation Scholarships. The Scholarships and Exhibi- 
tions offered by Colleges to students already in residence are 
usually awarded at the end of the first or second year of residence, 
although they are sometimes given at the end of the third year. 
Most of them are awarded on the results either of the Annual 
College or Preliminary Examinations, or of a Part or the whole 
of a Tripos. Entrance Scholars may also have their Scholarships 
increased on the results of these Examinations. Thus a really 
able student can obtain financial assistance throughout the whole 
of his University course; while, on the other hand, a student 
who ripens late is not debarred from election to a Scholarship or 
Exhibition at the end of his first or second year by the fact that 
he did not obtain one before coming into residence.

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Post£fraduate Studentships. These are usually assigned 
either to special subjects or to the encouragement of research in 
general, and are as a rule restricted to those who have taken the 
B.A. or LL.B. Degree. Many of them are of considerable value, 
ranging from ;^ioo to ;£3oo a year. A full account of the Student- 
ships offered by each College will be found in Th^ Siudenfs 
Handbook, 


APPENDIX A 

A combined examination for Entrance Scholarships and Exhi-

Latin and Greek Translation, Latin Composition (prose 
and verse), Greek Composition (prose and verse), a paper containing 
alternative subjects, but no classical subjects, for an English Essay, and 
a General Paper, including questions in Greek and Latin Grammar and 
Criticism, and Greek and Roman History, Antiquities, and Literature. No 
candidate will be disqualified on the ground of his not taking Verse Com- 
position. Such candidates as do not offer Verses will be set an alternative 
paper in Prose Composition, but the maximum marks for this Prose Com- 
position will ^ 25 per cent, less than the maximum for Verses. 

(3) Natural Scleocea^ Candidates will be examined in three of the 
following subjects: (1) Chemistry; (2) Physics (including dynamics and 
hydrostatics); (3) Elementary Matbematics (paper I (Puie) and paper II 
(Applied)); (4) -Geology (an acquaintance with the principles rather 
than a knowl^ge of the details of petrology and palaeontology will be 
expected); (5) Botany (a general acquaintance with the natural history and 
physiology of plants will be expected rather than a knowledge of minute 
anatomy); ( 6 ) Zoology. Opportunity will be afforded to candidates in

All candidates in Natural Sciences will be required to attain a satisfactory 
standard in a translation paper in which passages from one or more of the 
following languages must be attempted, viz.

Candidates must state on their form of entry the subjects in which they 
wish to be examined. 

(4) History. ( I ) Essay , ( 1) English History : a wide choice of questions

Candidates for Scholarships in general must not have attained the 
age of nineteen before March i, 1945 ; but each of the five Colleges 
may award one Scholarship to a candidate who is over nineteen years 
of age. Exhibitions may be awarded without limit of age. 

Forms of application for admission to the examination at the 
respective Colleges may be obtained from the Master of an3r of the 
five Colleges, from any of whom further information respecting the 
Scholarships and other matters connected with the several Colleges 
may be obtained. 

Candidates for each College will be examined at the same time and 
on the same papers. Every candidate will be required to indicate upon 
his application form those of the whole numbei of Scholarships and 
Exhibitions offered for which he is a candidate, and to place them in 
the order of his preference. The Examiners acting for the five Colleges 
in common will classify the candidates; and will recommend candidates

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for Scholarships and Exhibitions m accordance with the classification 
and with the order of preference indicated by the candidate. A higher 
standard of performance will normally be expected from candidates 
over nineteen years of age. 

By including a Scholarship in his order of preference a candidate 
undertakes (i) to accept the Scholarship if he be recommended for it 
by the Examiners, (ii) to enter his name in due course as a member 
of the College which offered the Scholarship for competition, (iii) to 
come into residence in October 1945^. A candidate, who, having been 
recommended for a Scholarship which he has undertaken to accept, 
subsequently competes for a Scholarship at another College, shall, 
ipso factOy vacate the Scholarship for which he has been recommended, 
unless he has previously obtained leave from the authorities of the 
College concerned. Should a successful candidate at any College 
after entering the University abandon the subject for which he obtained 
his Scholarship, the College reserves the right of revising the tenure 
and emoluments of his Scholarship. 

Consideration will be given, in proper cases, to Scholars or Ex- 
hibitioners who wish to read for one of the Triposes (e.g. Law or 
Economics) which are not represented in the Entrance Scholarship 
Examination. 

The forms of application must be received on or before Wednesday, 
February 28, 1945 ; and with his application every candidate must send 
(1) an official copy of the register of his birth, and (2) an entrance fee 
of one guinea. A certificate of good conduct as printed on the back 
of the application form must also be completed. The application should 
be sent to the Master of the College to which the candidate gives his 
first preference. 

The Tutors of the respective Colleges to which candidates have 
applied for admission to the examination will secure lodgings for those

Candidates who do not 
offer Verses w'ill be set an alternative piece for Prose Composition, but 
the maximum marks for this Prose Composition will be 25 per cent, less 
than the maximum for Verses. All candidates are in addition required t6 
take a general paper which will contain (i) easy passages for translation 
from French and German, and (11) a wide choice of essay questions 
on subjects of general interest. Candidates will be required to attempt 
.translation from at least one language, and not more than three of the 
essay questions. Credit will be given for good work in this paper, and 
a reasonable pass standard in one of the two languages will be expected.

' questions will he allowed in every paper. Paper 2 will not follow any 
fixed syllabus, but will usually contain general historical questions and 
questions 1 elating to literature, politics, and present-day problems. In 
papers 3 and 4 candidates will not be required to show a knowledge of 
the whole field, but specialization over short periods is not advised. In 
papers 3 and 4 (c) candidates will bp given the opportunity to answer 
questions on the history of the British Empire and of the United States of 
America respectively, but will not be required to do so. Throughout the 
examination more value will be attached to signs of promise for the 
pursuit of historical studies than to the amount of knowledge displayed, 
and in consequence minute knowledge of detail will not be expected. 
All candidates in History are requited to attain a satisfactory standard 
in Latin, and at least one of the two modern languages. Credit will be 
given to those who attain a high standard in any language. 

Modern Langoages. French, German, Italian, Russian and Spanisti. 
In each language there will be a Translation paper, a Composition paper, 
an Essay paper on subjects connected with the history and literature qf 
the country, questions on the history and literature of the country, and an 
oral examination including dictation and reading. Candidates must present 
themselves for examination in two of the above languages; or m one of 
the above languages, including the questions on history and literature, 
together with the papers in Latin or Greek set to candidates in Classics, 
including the lelevant parts of the Classical Questions paper. In addition 
all candidates are lequired to take an English Essay paper on general 
sqbjects; and a genet al paper which will contain (1) a passage for trans- 
lation from Latin, and (11) a wide choice of essay questions on subjects 
of genet al interest, of which the candidate will be expected to answer 
three. A reasonable standard will be expected in these papeis and, in 
particular, a satisfactory standard in Latin Translation will be required. 
Credit will be given for good work in these papers Candidates whose 
native language is other than English may not present themselves for 
examination in their own language. 

The examination is not open to resident members of the Uni- 
versity. Scholarships are obtainable only by candidates who have 
not reached the age of nineteen on March i, 1945, except that one 
Scholarship at each of the five Colleges may be awarded without limit 
of age ; but age does not preclude from election to an Exhibition. 
A higher standard of performance will normally be expected from 
candidates over nineteen years of age. 

Forms of application for admission to the examination may be 
obtained from any of the Colleges 6n application to the Tutor of the 
College, from whom further information respecting the Scholarships 
and other matters connectedivith the several Colleges may be obtained. 

Every candidate will be required to place in the order of his 
preference those Scholarships and Exhibitions for which he wishes 
to compete. The Examiners acting for the five Colleges in common 
will classify the candidates, and the Colleges wfll make awards in 
accordance with the clajisification and with the candidates’ ordeys 
of preference. 
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By including a Scholarship or Exhibition in his order of preference 
a candidate undertakes (i) to accept the award if it be offered to him, 
(ii) to enter his name in due course as a member of the College which 
offered the award for competition, (iii) to come into residence in 
October. 1945, unless special permission to begin residence at an 
earlier or later date is obtained from his College^. A candidate who, 
having received an award which he has undertaken to accept, sub- 
sequently competes for an dward at another College shall, ipso 
feuto, vacate his Scholarship or Exhibition, unless he has previously 
obtained leave fronr the authorities of the College which has already 
elected him. 

The forms of application must be received on or before Wednesday, 
February 28, 1945 ; and with his application every candidate must send 
(i) an official copv of the Register of his Birth, and (2) an entrance 
fee of one guinea^. A certificate ^of good conduct as printed on the 
back of the form of application must also be completed. The applica- 
tion should be sent to the Tutor of the College to which the candidate 
gives his first preference. 

The Tutors of the respective Colleges to which candidates have 
applied for admission to the examination will secure rooms for those 
candidates who request it on the application form.

The subjects for 
1944 are the same as those for 1939. 

The Jeremie Prizes. The subjects for 1944 are: For the 
Septuagint Prize Judges, and Psalms, Book i.

A new prize, the Charles Lamb Prize (value about j£i 6 ), 
is to be awarded annually by the Examiners for the Mechanical 
Sciences Tripos to the candidate who shows the greatest proficiency 
in Electrical Engineering. 


UNIVERSITY AND COLLEGE TEACHING 

Formal lectures are given chiefly by University teachers, but 
some lectures are provided by particular Colleges, either to their 
own members only, or to any members of the University who 
may wish to attend. 
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Lectures 

A great part of University and College teaching consists of 
lectures delivered to audiences varying from a few to many students, 
under the formal conditions of the lecture-room. A course of 
lectures usually consists of one, two, or (more commonly) three 
lectures a week in Full Term, the delivery of each lecture 
occupying a little less than an hour. They are usually given in 
the morning, but some courses are assigned to the afternoon or 
evening. 

Lectures are given in Agriculture, Anthropology, Archaeology, 
Architecture, Biology, Chemistry, Classics, Economics and Politics, 
Engineering, Estate Management, Geography, Geology, History, 
Law, Mathematics, Medicine, Military Subjects, Mineralogy, 
Modern and Medieval Languages, Moral Science, Music, Oriental 
Studies, Physics, Psychology, Theology; and in the Theory, 
History and Practice of Education m connexion with the 
Certificates of the Education Syndicate and with the Diploma in 
Education. For more detailed information the reader is referred 
to the Cambridge University Reporter^* 

Tuition and Supervision 

In the scientific departments the lectures are supplemented 
by demonstrations in the laboratories or in the field, and for 
this purpose a staff of University Demonstrators is maintained 
In other subjects a similar supplement is provided by College 
tuition or supervision — private and informal teaching adapted to 
the needs of each pupil, as distinguished from formal lectures 
adapted to the collective needs of a class. A student receives 
advice as to his reading either from his College Tutor or from 
a Director of Studies appointed by the College, and during his 
course he will receive from time to time such supervision as may 
be needed, in the form of essays or papers to be written and 
discussed with a specialist

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THE PREVIOUS EXAMINATION^ 

The Degree of Bachelor of Arts is obtained by passing certain 
University examinations. These are of two kinds — Triposes 
(Examinations for Honours), and Examinations for the Ordinary 
B.A. Degree — but both these alternative courses are approached 
by a single avenue, the Previous Examination. A student must 
pass the Previous Examination, or obtain exemption from it, or 
from so much of it as he has not passed, before matriculation. 
The names of candidates for the Previous Examination are sent 
in to the Registrary by the Tutors of their Colleges. 

The examination is held four times in each academical year — 
in October, December, March, and June. 

The Previous Exiimination is conducted entirely by printed 
papers, as follows : 

Part 1 

(i) Translation into I^tin of easy English sentences or 
Unprepared Latin. (2) Unprepared Latin, the use of a dictionary 
being allowed. (3) Translation into Greek of easy English 
sentences or Unprepared Greek. (4) Unprepared Greek, the 
use of a dictionary being allowed. (5) Unprepared French. 
(6) French Composition or French Essay. (7) Unprepared 
German. (8) German Composition or German Essay. (9) Un- 
prepared Italian. (10) Italian Composition or Italian Essay, 
(ii) Unprepared Spanish (12) Spanish Composition or Spanish 
Essay. Candidates must take one of three alternatives : {a) both 
papers in each of two of the specified languages, one language 
being either Latin or Greek, {b) both papers -in Latin, together 
with paper (5) and any one of the papers (4), (7), (9), (ii); 
or (r) both papers in Greek together with paper (5) and any 
one of the papers (2), (7), (9), (ii). They are required to obtain 
a certain minimum aggregate of marks on the papers taken, pro-

vided that no marks below a certain minimum in any paper be 
counted and that a certain minimum of marks be obtained in the 
Latin or Greek unseen paper and in each language. No candidate 
may take more than four papers. Candidates will not be accepted 
for the papers in Latin or Greek only in Part I unless, when they 
are entered, satisfactory evidence is furnished of their being 
entitled to exemption from the remaining papers m Part I and 
from Parts II and III. 

Natives of Asia or Africa not of European descent^ may take 
instead of papers (i) and (2), two papers in Arabic, Chinese, 
Sanskrit, or Pah. They may also take instead of the modern 
languages papers a paper on a modern English prose work of 
a historical character with questions on the subject-matter, and a 
paper on a play of Shakespeare or some other classic English play 
or poem of similar length, with grammatical and other questions 
arising therefrom.

PREVIOUS EXAMINATION 


The examination in Oriental languages is held in March and 
October only, and fto candidate can claim to be examined in 
these subjects unless notice has been given to the Registrary 
before the first day of January or the fifteenth day of July as the 
case may be. Students who have passed in an Oriental language 
in the Previous Examination may not take the same language in 
Part I of the Oriental Languages Tripos or, if the language is 
Chinese, in either Part of that Tripos. 

Part II 

(i) Mathematics A, (2) Mathematics B, (3) Experimental 
Physics and Chemistry. 

A candidate is required to take paper (i) and either paper (2) 
or paper (3). In order to pass in Part II a candidate is required 
to obtain a certain minimum aggregate of marks on the papers 
taken, no marks below a certain minimum in any paper being 
counted. 

Each of the mathematical papers contains questions on Arith- 
metic, Algebra, and Geometry within the limits of the schedules 
for these subjects. The questions in paper A are of a more 
elementary character than those in paper B. In paper (3) a can- 
didate can satisfy the Examiners by answering questions in Physics 
only or in Chemistry only or in both Physics and Chemistry. 

Part III 

(i) A paper containing (1) subjects for a short English essay; 
(ii) matter for a precis; (iii) other tests of the understanding and 
use of English. (2) A paper on the subject-matter of one of 
the Synoptic Gospels or of the Acts of the Apostles, as may be 
prescribed each year. The set subject is as follows: For 1944 
The Gospel according to St Matthew. For 1945 The Gospel 
according to St Mark. (3) A paper on the outlines of English 
History from 1066 to the end of the nineteenth century. Paper (3) 
will contain a large number of questions so that it will not be 
necessary for a candidate to study the outlines of the whole period. 

A candidate is required to take paper (i) and either paper (2) 
or paper (3)* In order to pass in Part III a candidate must 
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obtain a certain minimum aggregate of marks on the papers taken, 
no marks below a certain minimum in any paper being counted. 
Candidates, will not be accepted for paper ( i ) only unless they 
have been exempted from the whole examination except that paper. 

Exemption from the Previous Examination 

Exemption from the Previous Examination is granted subject 
to the conditions described below, to holders of certificates or 
to classes of persons as follows: (i) school certificates; 

(2) HIGHER SCHOOL CERTIFICATES AND HIGHER CERTIFICATES; 

(3) BRITISH AND PALESTINIAN MATRICULATION AND SIMILAR 
CERTIFICATES, (4) CERTIFICATES OF THE SCOTTISH EDUCATION 
DEPARTMENT, (5) CERTAIN ADULl STUDENTS; (6) CERTIFICATES 
OF PROFICIENCY IN ENGLISH. Exemption is also granted under 
certain conditions, particulars of which may be obtained from the 
Registrary, to holders of certificates as follows: (7) navy, army, 
AND AIR FORCE ENTRANCE CERTIFICATES; (8) DARTMOUTH PASSING 
OUT EXAMINATION CERTIFICATES; (9) COMMISSIONED OFFICERS; 
(10) INDIAN CERTIFICATES, (ll) CERTIFICATES OF EXAMINATIONS 
HELD IN THE UNITED SIATES OF AMERICA; (12) THE EGYPTIAN 
GOVERNMENT SECONDARY EDUCATION CERTIFICATES; (13) PALES- 
TINIAN GOVERNMENT SCHOLARS; (14) CERTAIN FOREIGN CERTIFI- 
CATES. 

Claims for exemption must be made through the student’s 
College Tutor. 

Students admitted to the privileges of affiliation [see p. 44] 
are also exempt from the Previous Examination. 

The Council of the Senate may grant exemption from the Previous 
Examination upon evidence not comprised in the following regulations or 
upon the joint evidence of two or more certificates ; and in exceptional 
circumstances they may grant a larger measure of exemption than is 
prescribed. 

To natives of Asia or Africa who are not of European descent the 
Council may grant exemption or partial exemption upon examinations not 
comprised in the special regulations for exemption 1 . Such exemption shall

(v) from Part I of the Previous Examination, if he has done so in Latin 
or Greek, and in a second subject of Group II , 

(vi) from Part II, if he has done so in a subject of Group III;

Scripture Knowledge or Religious Knowledge or History or English 
Literature.

§ 4 Scottish Certificates 

By means of Certificates granted by the Scottish Education 
Department students are exempted from the Previous Ex- 
amination under the following regulations : 

A student who has passed an examination or examinations qualifying 
him for the Leaving Certificate of the Scottish Education Department 
shall be exempt 

(1) from the whole of the Previous Examination, if he has passed 
in English, in Latin or Greek, m Mathematics or Science, and in a 
fourth subject from among the subjects English, Latin, Greek, French, 
German, Italian, Spanish, Mathematics, Science, and has passed on 
the Higher Standard in two of those nine subjects ;

the Higher Standard in two of those seven subjects ;

ASSOCIATED INSTITUTIONS AND 
AFFILIATED STUDENTS 

Students are admitted to the privileges of Affiliation under the 
following regulations : 

1. A student who has been a member of an Associated Institution for 
not less than three years, and who, before matriculation at the University 
of Cambridge, has graduated, or done all that is necessary for graduation, 
at that Associated Institution, shall be entitled to be approved as an 
Affiliated Student either on or after matriculation. 

Application for such approval, with credentials^igncd by the Registrar 
or other competent authority of the Associated Institution, may be 
presented to the Registrary at any time after the student has been 
accepted for admission by a College, and a fee of shall be due from 
the student to the Chest as soon as his credentials have been accepted by 
the Council of the Senate. 

2. In any particular case the Council of the Senate may propose a 
Grace conferring all or any of the privileges of Affiliation on a member 
or former member of an Associated Institution, or of some other institu- 
tion for the education of adults,^ who does not fulfil the requirements of 
Regulation i. 

3. The privileges of Affiliation may be conferred by a Grace proposed 
by the Council 6f the Senate on an adult student of exceptional qualifica- 
tions who IS specially recommended by the Board of Extra-myral Studies, 
provided that he shall have followed courses of study in adult educational 
classes for at least four years, of which three years shall have been spent 
in University extra-mural classes or distributed between such classes and 
an institution for the full-time cducaCion of adults. 
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4. An Affiliated Student shall have the following privileges : 

(I) exemption from the Previous Examination ; 

(II) the right to claim (by application through his Tutor to the 
Registrary) that his first term of residence shall be reckoned as his second, 
or third, or fourth term of residence for the purposes of the regulations 
for Triposes, degree examinations in Music, and degrees other than the 
Ordinary B.A. Degree or the Degrees of M.Sc., M.Litt. and Ph.D. ; 
provided that a term so reckoned for any such purpose shall be so 
reckoned for all such purposes. 

An Affiliated Student who has elected to reckon his first term of 
residence as his third or fourth term of lesidence shall have the following 
privileges . 

(ill) the right to take Part I of the Law T ripos without having passed 
Law Qualifying Examination I, the right to take Law Qualifying Exami- 
nation II without having passed Part I of a Tripos, and the right to take 
the Mechanical Sciences Tripos or Part I of the Geographical Tripos 
without having passed the appropriate Qualifying Examination ; 

(iv) the right to proceed to Part II of any Tripos, of which Part I may 
be taken as early as the term next after the first term kept, under the same 
conditions as if he had obtained honours in Part I of that Tnpos ; 

(v) if the Faculty Board of Classics allow it in his case, leave to take 
Part II of the Classical Tripos in the first, second, or third term after his 
first term kept ; 

(vi) if the Faculty Board of Moral Science allow it in his case, either 
leave to take Part I of the Moral Sciences Tripos in the examination next 
but one aftei his first term kept and, on obtaining honouis in it, to proceed 
to the B.A. Degree under the same conditions as if he had obtained 
honours in Part II ; or leave to take Part II of the Moral Sciences Tnpos 
in the examination next but one (or, if the Board think fit, next) after 
his first term kept without having obtained honours in any Honours 
Examination of the University; 

(vii) if the Faculty Board of History allow it in his case, either or 
both of the following privileges: {a) leave to proceed to the B.A. Degree, 
after obtaining honours in either Part of the Historical Tripos, under the 
same conditions as if he ha^ obtained honours in the other Part also (but 
in such case the Faculty Board may require the student to take an additional 
paper or papers) ; {b) leave to take the First Part in the examination next 
but one after his first term kept, or to take the Second Part in the 
examination next after that term ; 

(viii) if the Faculty Board of Archaeology and Anthropology allow it 
in his case, leave to proceed to the B A. Degree, after obtaining honours 
111 one Section of the Archaeological and Anthropological Tripos not 
earlier than the fourth term after his first term kept, as if he had obtained 
honours in the other Section also ; 

(ix) if the. Faculty Board of Law allow it in his case, leave to take 
Part II of the Law Tripos either {a) in the examination next after his first 
term kept, or (b) in the examination next but one after his first term kept, 
provided that if the latter permission is granted the Board may if they see 
fit waive the requirement that he shall take Law Qualifying Examina- 
tion II; 
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(x) if the Faculty Board concerned with the subject which he desires 
to offer allow it in his case, leave to take Part II of the Natuial Sciences 
Tripos under the same conditions as if he had obtained honours in Part I, 
with or without the further privilege of taking it in the first, second, or 
third term after his first term kept; 


(xi) if the Faculty Board of Oiiental Languages allow it in his case, 
leave to proceed to the B.A Degree after obtaining honours in Part II of 
the Onental Languages Tripos not earlier than the fourth term after his 
first term kept, as if he had obtained honours in Part I also; 

(xii) if the Faculty Board of Geography and Geology allow it in his 
case, leave to take Part II of the Geographical Tnpos under the same 
conditions as if he had obtained honours in Part I, with or without the 
further pnvilege of taking it in his first, second, oi third term after his first 
term kept ; 


(xiii) any leave given to him in the regulations for the Theological 
Tripos and for the Degiee of LL.B. 


Provided always that no student shall take Part II of any Tripos as 
his first Tnpos Exammation later than the sixth term after his first term 
of actual residence. 


Any application for leave under clauses v-xii shall be made through 
the student^ Tutor to the Registrary. 


5. For the purposes of the regulations for Studentships, Scholarships, 
Exhibitions, Prizes, and Medals, an Affiliated Student who has elected to 
reckon his first term of residence as his second, or third, or fourth term of 
residence shall be regarded as having kept by residence the term, or the 
two terms, or the thiee terms (as the case may be) next preceding his 
fiist term of actual residence, and as having been matiiculated in the term, 
or in the first of the terms, which he is so regarded as having kept. 


6. An Affiliated Student shall pay Capitation Tax for any term 
claimed. 


7. In the application of the regulations for allowances to candidates 
for Tripos examinations, of the regulations for exajnmations leading to the 
Ordinary B A. Degree, and of provisions undei which an examination 
other than the Geneial Examination or a Special Examination may be 
counted towards the requirements for the Ordinary B.A. Degree, account 
shall be taken of the actual standing of an Affiliated Student, without 
regard to his having claimed that his first term shall be reckoned as his 
second, third, or fourth.

PASS EXAMINATIONS^ 

A student who, having completed the Previous Examination, 
intends to proceed to the Ordinary B A. Degree is at present 
required either {a) to pass the General Examination and two 
Special Examinations; or (^)^to pass the Examinations for 
Certificates of Proficiency in Agriculture or Estate Management 
or Architectural Studies or Engineering®. 

The General Examination 

At present the General Examination is not divided into two 
Parts, but consists of the following four papers only, which are all 
to be taken by every candidate: 

(i) Principles of Economics. 

(ii) General English History since 1815, with special refe- 
rence to economic conditions. 

(iii) Historical Introduction to the Modern World (since 
1870). 

(iv) Economic Organization and Social Conditions in 
Great Britain.

Handbook. 

Certain combinations of the courses in (a) and (b) are allowed ; and also 
the combination of subjects in (a) with parts of the course for the Degree of 
M.B.; etc. 
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In each of the papers (ii), (lii), (iv) questions on Geography 
relevant to the subject of the paper may be set. 

No candidate shall pass the examination unless the Examiners 
are satisfied that his English is reasonably correct and grammatical.

EXAMINATIONS FOR HONOURS 

A student who, having completed the Previous Examination, 
intends to proceed to the Honours B.A. Degree becomes a candi> 
date for a Tripos. There are fourteen Triposes: — (i) Archaeo- 
logy and Anthropology, (2) Classics, (3)“ Economics, (4) English, 
(5) Geography, (6) History, (7) Law, (8) Mathematics, (9) Me- 
chanical Sciences (‘Engineering’), (10) Modern and Medieval Lan- 
guages, (ii) Moral Sciences, (12) Natural Sciences, (13) Oriental 
Languages, (14) Theology. Of these the Natural Sciences Tripos, 
and the Theological Tripos, are divided into two Parts, but 
a degree can be obtained by passing the First Part only; the 
Classical, Moral Sciences, Law^ History, Oriental Languages, 
Modern and Medieval Languages, Economics, English, and 
Geographical Triposes are divided into two Parts, one of which 
does not by itself qualify for a degree ; the Mathematical Tripos 
is divided into three Parts, Part II of which may by itself qualify 
for a degree. The Archaeological and Anthropological Tripos is 
divided into Sections, two of which must be passed in order to 
obtain a degree; and the Mechanical Sciences Tripos is undivided 
and must be passed at one and the same examination. Many 
combinations of a Part or Section of one Tripos with a Part or 
Section of another are allowed.

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The progress of most candidates for honours, in any year in 
which they do not take a Tripos Examination, is tested by 
Preliminary Examinations.

Board may for special reasons allow him to take two additional 
papers only. 

VI. An Affiliated Student who has been given leave by the 
Faculty Board to take Part II in the examination next after his 
first term kept must take two additional papers from among 
Papers 7, 8, 9 and 10. 

The following section has been added: 

VII. Any candidate who in the present emergency has taken 
both Papers 3 and 4 in Part I and wishes to proceed to Part II 
may take any paper from Part I or Part II in lieu of Paper 4 or 5 
in Part II, provided that no candidate may take in Part II any 
paper upon any subject upon which he has already been ex- 
amined in Part I ; provided also that the Board in the case of 
each candidate approve the combination of papers which is offered 
for Part II, after application made to the Secretary of the Board 
on behalf of such candidate. Applications should be made, if 
possible, within fourteen days after the beginning of Full Term in 
the Michaelmas Term/ preceding the examination. The Faculty 
Board shall have power to announce certain combinations of 
papers which they will ordinarily approve.

national service (in the event of the continuance of the war) from 
completing three years’ residence, and that he approves the 
student’s candidature.

The Examiners may grant any allowances which they might 
have granted if the student had been a candidate for Law Tripos, 
Part I, and any student who is classed shall be treated for the 
purposes of proceeding to a degree as if he had been classed in 
Law Tripos, Part L 

4. There shall be an examination called Emergency Law 
Qualifying Examination, to be held in the Easter Term, 1944. 
The papers constituting that examination shall be any four papers 
chosen by the candidate from among the following eight papers, 
namely the two Roman Law papers and the paper Historical 
Introduction to the English Legal System set in Law Qualifying 
Examination I, and the five papers (exclusive of the essay paper)-^ 
set in Law Tripos, Part I. Provided always that a candidate shall 
not take more than two papers in Roman Law. 
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5. A second Emergency Law Qualifying Examination shall 
not be held in thef same year. But a student who has failed in 
Emergency Law Qualifying Examination, 1944, or who has been

If such a student satisfies the Examiners upon the aggregate 
of his marks in the papers of Emergency Law Qualifying Exami- 
nation, 1945, his name shall be included in the class-list for that 
examination but he shall be treated as if he had passed Emergency 
Law Qualifying Examination, 1944. 

If such a student fails so to satisfy the Examiners in Emer- 
gency Law Qualifying Examination, 1945, then (a) he may be 
granted by them in respect of his performance in that examination 
any allowance which might have been but was not granted to him 
by the Examiners for Emergency Law Qualifying Examination, 
1944, and (b) he shall not be classed in Law Tripos, Part II, 
but shall, if he have failed to attain in the latter examination the 
standard required for obtaining honours, receive any allowance 
granted to him by the Examiners in that examination and shall, 
if he have attained in that examination the standard required for 
obtaining honours, be deemed to have been a candidate under 
Regulation 3 for the Law Tripos and to have attained the pre- 
scribed standard under that regulation.

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RESEARCH! 

Degrees and Facilities for Graduate Research 
The University of Cambridge offers the degrees of Doctor of 
Philosophy, Master of Science, and Master of Letters, to graduates 
of other Universities, and in exceptional cases to non-graduates, 
who can show their ability to profit from a course of supervised 
research and who, after completing such a course, present a dis- 
sertation embodying its results which is considered of distinction. 
While in residence the Research Student will work under the 
direction of a Supervisor, and the resources of the University 
l^ibrary, the departmental and College libraries, as well as the 
scientific laboratories, will be open to him. If, after ‘completing 
two terms or more of his course in Cambridge, he wishes to be 
a candidate for a degree at another University, he may be awarded 
a certificate signed by the Vice-Chancellor for the conduct of 
satisfactory research ; but he cannot receive a Cambridge degree 
unless he completes the required period of residence. 

General Conditions of Admission. Each application for 
admission as a Research Student must be made to the Secretary 
of the Board of Research Studies at the Registiy of the University, 
and must be accompanied by (i) a diploma or other certificate 
of graduation at a University, (ii) a statement of the course of 
research which the applicant desires to pursue, together with 
such evidence of qualification, attainments, and previous study 
as he may be able to submit, (in) a statement of the degree, if 
any, for which he wishes to be a candidate ; (iv) a certificate or 
declaration of the date of the applicant's birth. 

In exceptional cases persons who have no diploma or certifi- 
cate of graduation may be admitted as Research Students pro- 
vided that, in lieu thereof, they give such evidence of general 
educational qualification as may be approved by the Board of 
Research Studies. 

^ The regulations relating to Research Students can be obtained in 
pamphlet form from the Secretary of the Board of Research Studies, at the 
Registry of the University, Cambridge. They show temporary relaxations, 
due to the war, which are not represented here, of the normal requirements for 
a degree. 
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Applications should be submitted as early as possible. As 
evidence of his qualifications an applicant should refer to his 
published work, or, if he has published nothing, he should send 
letters or testimonials from those acquainted with his work, and 
each such letter or testimonial should include a statement of the 
writer’s opinion of the applicant’s aptitude for research. Appli- 
cants desiring to enter the University at the commencement 
oLthe Michaelmas Term are advised to submit a preliminary 
application at the latest before the middle of the previous May, 
since the Degree Committees of the Faculties do not meet during 
the Long Vacation. Applications from students who expect to 
graduate before the end of the academical year should not be 
delayed until after graduation , such a student may be admitted 
to a course of research subject to satisfactory performance in the 
examination which is to qualify him for a degree. 

It should be understood that no application will be favourably 
considered unless (i) the course of research can conveniently be 
pursued within the University; and (ii) the applicant is well 
qualified for research and well equipped for the particular course 
which he has proposed. 

Before anyone can be admitted as a Research Student and 
allowed to count residence or claim other privileges, he must have 
been accepted by one of the Colleges or by Fitzwilliam House 
(for the method of applying for such admission, see p. 6). 

A Research Student who is not a graduate of the University 
IS not admissible as a candidate for any University Prize or 
Scholarship which is open only to undergraduates. For the 
purposes of any regulation respecting the standing of candidates 
for other University Prizes or Scholarships, the term in which a- 
student who is not a graduate of the University is admitted as 
a Research Student is counted as his tenth term. 

A Research Student has the status of Bachelor of Arts or, 
if he IS over twenty-seven years of age, that of Master of Arts 
[see p. 6]. 

Courses of Research. ^ A student who has been admitted 
to a coyrse of research is required to pursue that course under 
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direction and supervision prescribed by the Degree Committee 
which has recommended his application, and under such other 
conditions, if any, as may be laid down by that Degree Committee 
or by the Board of Research Studies. 

He must pursue in the University under supervision a course 
of research, if he seeks the Degree of Master of Science or Master 
of Letters, for not less than two years, if he seeks the Degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy, for not less than three years, with certain 
exceptions, of which the following apply to Research Students 
who are not already Cambridge graduates : 

(i) A candidate for the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
may be exempted from one year of research if he satisfies the 
Board of Research Studies that, before he was admitted as a 
Research Student, he ‘has been for not less than one year engaged 
upon research to the satisfaction of the authorities under whom 
he has worked and of the Boards 

(ii) The Board may allow a candidate for the Degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy who has not been granted exemption under 
paragraph (i) above, to spend one of his three years of research 
working under supervision at a place or places of study and under 
conditions approved by the Board \ 

At least six terms must have been kept by residence by any 
Research Student who is admitted to a degree, except any term 
which the Council of the Senate may allow on account of illness 
or other grave cause. 

A Research Student who is not a graduate of the University 
and who has not been exempted from one year of his course 
must have kept by residence nino terms before he is admitted to 
the Degree of Doctor of Philosophy, except so far as he has been 
granted permission to work away from Cambridge and so far as 
any term or terms beyond the six mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph shall have been allowed him by the Board of Research 
Studies after consideration of an application supported by his 
Tutor. 

^ All these exemptions and special privileges are exceptional and will not 
be granted unless the applicant satisfies the Board that be deserves them. 
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Submission of dissertations. A Reseaf&n'V/iujreases to 
has kept by residency all but one of the terms required to be kept 
by him under the regulations ,may submit a dissertation embodying 
the results of his research as follows : 

(i) for the M.Sc. or M.Litt Degree : a graduate of the 
University who has been exempted from a year of research; 'not 
before the third nor later than the twelfth term from his admission 
as a Research Student; 

(ii) for the M.Sc. or M.Litt. Degree ; a candidate to whom 
no such exemption has been given: not before the sixth nor 
later than the twelfth term from his admission as a Research 
Student ; 

(ill) for the Ph.l). Degree; a candidate who has been 
exempted from a year of research; not before the sixth nor 
later than the twelfth term from his admission as a Research 
Student. 

By special permission of the Board of Research Studies, a 
dissertation may be submitted by a student later ^han the twelfth 
term from his admission as a Research Student 

Every dissertation must be a connected account of the work 
which the candidate has carried out after his admission as a 
Research Student, and he will be required to certify that neither 
his dissertation nor any part of it has been submitted in support 
of an application for a degree at another University. 

Fees. While pursuing a course of research in the University, 
a Research Student who is not working in a laboratory pays a 
fee of 5 guineas a term to the University. A Research Student 
working in a laboratory pays a fee of guineas a term and, to 
the Department, such additional fee of not less than 15 guineas 
a year and not more than 30 guineas a year as the Head of the 
Department determines with the approval of the General Board. 
The Head of a Department may in addition require such payment 
as he may think fit for special material or apparatus supplied to 
the student. 
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While remaining on the register of Research Students, but 
working outside the University, a Research Student pays an 
administration fee of ij guineas a term, including the term in 
which his dissertation is submitted for examination. 

A student who is not a graduate of the University will be 
required to pay on matriculation a fee of ;^5, and while pursuing 
a course of research in the University he pays the capitation 
tax payable by undergraduates. He will not be liable to capita- 
tion tax while pursuing a course of research away from Cambridge 
in some place recognized by the Board of Research Studies. 

At the time of submitting or re-submitting his dissertation the 
student must pay a fee of ;£io to the Secretary of the Board 
of Research Studies.

'Fhe fee to be paid for the Degree of Master of Science or of 
Master of Letters is , or, in the case of a student who has

DEGREES 

The B.A. Degrree. A candidate for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Arts, when properly qualified by residence and by examina- 
tion, is entitled to proceed to the degree at any Congregation; 
but, unless the circumstances of his case are exceptional, he 
will probably take the degree on the day in June which is set 
apart as the day of General Admission. For this and other 
degrees personal attendance is as a rule required, although a 
candidate may obtain special permission to take the degree by 
proxy. 

The jlVI«A. Degfree. A Bachelor of Arts, at the end of six 
years from the end of his first term of residence, may, without 
further examination, proceed to the Degree of Master of Arts, 
provided that not less than two years have elapsed since his 
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admission to the Degree of Bachelor of Arts. He then ceases to 
be subject to ordinary University and College discipline, and may, 
under certain conditions, become a member of the Senate with 
power to take some part in the government of the University. 

The LL.B. Decree. A student may present himself for the 
Examination for the Degree of Bachelor of Law provided that he 
has attained the standard required for honours in either Part I or 
Part II of the Law Tripos, or if he has proceeded to the Degree 
of Bachelor of Arts and has become qualified to practise as a 
barrister or solicitor in England or Ireland or as an advocate or 
law agent in Scotland. 

The subjects for the LL.B. Examination in 1945 and 1946 are 
the same as for 1941. 

The M.B., BXhin Degfrees. A student who has kept 
nine^ terms by residence and has fulfilled the prescribed conditions 
with regard to medical study and medical examinations [see The 
Students HandbooJi\ may proceed to the Degrees of Bachelor 
of Medicine and Surgery. 

Recent changes of detail in the regulations are shown in 
a pamphlet of which a copy is given to every medical freshman. 

An important temporary change is that the requirement of 
honours (or the honours standard) in a Tripos as a condition 
of admission to the Final M.B. Examination is in abeyance; but 
this does not apply to students whose first term of residence is 
the Michaelmas Term of 1945 or a later term. 

All four Parts of the First M.B. Examination are at present 
to be held four times a year, beginning in 1944-45 on October 2, 
December 12, March 20, and June 12. 

The M.D. Degrree. Any person who has proceeded to the 
M.B., B.Chir. Degrees may be admitted Doctor of Medicine pro- 
vided he is a graduate of the University of not less than eight 
years’ standing from admission to his first degree. A candidate 
for the Degree of Doctor of Medicine is required to write a thesis

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and (unless specially exempted) to undergo a viva voce examina- 
tion upon It, known as ‘keeping an Act'. He may also be required 
or allowed to present himself for an examination, which may be oral 
or written, or both, and may include the examination of patients. 

The M.Chir. Deg^ree. Any person who has proceeded to 
the M.B., B.Chir. Degrees may be admitted to the examination 
for the Degree of Master of Surgery when two years have elapsed 
since he passed the Final (or under previous regulations the 
Third) Examination for those degrees. 

The iVlus.B. Deg^ree. Candidates for the Degree of Bachelor 
of Music are required to keep nine terms by residence* and to 
pass an examination in Music. 

Part I now begins on the first weekday of October, instead of 
near the end of Full Michaelmas Term. 

The Ph.D,, M.Sc., and M.Litt. Degrrees. The Degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy, Master of Science, or Master of Letters 
may be obtained by research under the conditions desenbed 
above [p. 76]. 

The following degrees are also conferred, but only on graduates 
of the University, in Divinity, the Degrees of B.D. and D.D. ; 
in Law, the Degrees of LL.M. and LL.D. ; in Music, the Degrees 
of Mus.M. and Mus.D. ; and in Science and Letters, the Degrees 
of Sc.D. and Litt D. 

Candidates are required to give proofs of distinction, by 
dissertations or in published works, in the branch of knowledge 
for which the Degree is conferred. In the case of the Degree of 
Master of Music, an examination must be passed. 

DIPLOMAS 

In addition to degrees, which are for the most part conferred only 
on its own members, the University grants nine Diplomas which 
are restricted, or almost restricted, to members of the University. 
These are in (i) Agricultural Science, (2) Anthropology, (3) Archi- 
tecture, (4) Classical Archaeology, (5) General Archaeology, 
^ But the allowance of terms described on p. i applies also to this degree. 
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(6) Economics, (7) Comparative I^w, (8) Oriental Languages, 
and (9) Education. The Diplomas in Oriental I^inguages, Anthro- 
pology, and General Archaeology are open to non-members in 
certain exceptional eases. For the Diploma in Education see 
‘The Training of Teachers' below. A Diploma in Coal Mining 
IS also granted to graduates of this University or of the University 
of Birmingham. There is also a Certificate of competent 
knowledgfe in foreigfn lanifuagres. 

Full particulars of the courses of study for these Diplomas are 
given in The Studenfs Handbook^ or can be obtained in [mmphlet 
form from the Registrar)’ of the University

FELLOWSHIPS 

The number of Fellowships in the Colleges of the University 
is about four hundred. Many of them are held by officers of the 
Colleges or the University, and tenure of a Fellowship is often 
connected with tenure of a teaching or administrative post; other 
Fellowships are held by men who have retired from such offices 
after a number of years' service, a few by senior men who hold 
no such office but are engaged in research. A Fellowship con- 
nected with an office is not uncommonly given by one College 
to a member of another. 
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Further, several Colleges have Fellowships available for young 
graduates who wish to engage in research. Non-members of the 
College are occasionally admitted as candidates, but usually a 
College will elect from among its own members, upon considera> 
tion of their academic successes, or on the evidence of some 
special test — either a Fellowship Examination, or a comparison 
of original dissertations submitted by the candidates upon subjects 
of their own choice and appraised by specially appointed referees. 
A Fellowship so awarded is tenable at most Colleges for three 
years (at one College for four), with the possibility of prolonga- 
tion to six years in all. A Fellowship thus held carries with it 
a share in the College revenues, called a dividend, together with 
rooms rent-free and dinner in Hall. The maximum amount of 
the dividend is ;^3oo a year, but not all Colleges will be in a 
position to pay the full amount. Whatever the amount, it will 
be paid only if the Fellow is carrying out satisfactorily an approved 
course of study or research in Cambridge (or, by leave of the 
College authorities, elsewhere), except that at some Colleges a 
Fellow may receive a dividend free of obligation for one of his 
years. 

THE UNIVERSITY AND THE CIVIL SERVICES 

Owing to the war, admission to the Civil Services by com- 
petitive examination has been suspended. For information as to 
admission to the Services by nomination, and. as to the eventual 
resumption of the pre-war system, enquirers should apply to the 
Secretary of the Appointments Board, Lensfield, Cambridge. 

MILITARY, AIR, AND NAVAL TRAINING 

The provisions described in Chapter XXIII of The Students 
Handbook are in abeyance for the period of the war. There is no 
registration of candidates for regular Commissions, since for the 
period of the war Emergency Commissions only are granted. 

At the end of the war holders of Emergency Commissions can 
be considered for permanent Commissions, should they so wish. 
A good academical record, service in the S.T.C., and approved 
service in the armed forces will be taken into consideration. 
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The Officers (now Senior) Training Corps continues in 
operation. Certificates A and B no longer give the holder the 
right to a Commission. Recommendations for Commissions are 
made during a candidate’s service in a Training Unit, and Certifi- 
cates A and B are definite evidence of previous service and a 
standard of military knowledge. In addition, the holder of Certifi- 
cate B who is recommended for a Commission is exempted from 
service in an Other Ranks Training Unit. Certificate A (Infantry) 
must be obtained before a candidate is enrolled in a Technical 
Unit. 

The Cambridge University Air Squadron has been re- 
established. 

A Cambridge University Naval Division has been formed for 
the benefit of undergraduates wishing to join the Royal Navy, 
including the Fleet Air Arm. The Division is under the control 
of the Admiralty, and it ranks with the Senior Training Corps and 
the Air Squadron for pre-entry training and for the part-time 
national service which certain classes of students are required to 
perform. 
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
